While they believe that high prices 
were due as much to last summer’s 
drouth as to crop reduction programs, 
officials said that as prices reached 
and stayed at the pre-war level for 
four or six months they would he 
foreed to abandon control until such 
time as prices again slipped down- 
ward. 

May Halt Payments. 

Should the upward tendency con- 
tinue, a reading of the adjustment 
law disclosed, the AAA will be forced 
to abandon rental and benefit pay- 
ments on those products which stay 
at parity. This would mean termi- 
nation of reductions since officials do 
not believe farmers would continue 
to restrict acreage unless they re- 
ceived cash for so doing. 

In the matter of food costs the bu- 
reau of labor statistics index showed 
increases above the level of a year 
ago of 70 per cent for lard, 44 per 
eent for batter, 34 per cent for pork, 
IS per cent for mutton, 23 per cent 
for eggs, 5 per cent for bread, and 
4.5 per cent for milk. Vegetables 
have increased in some. classes as 
much as 22 per cent. 

Further Rise Seen. 

In addition. further increases in 
meat costs during 1935 were predict- 
ed from today’s estimate of livestock 
population on farms on January 1 
showing decreases of 11 per cent in 
cattle, 35 per cent in hogs, and 5 per 
cent in sheep, compared with Jan- 
uary 1. 1934. 

The farm value of all three had in- 
creased to the point of compensating 
for reduced numbers, total values in 
all three cases being higher than a 
year ago. 

Among the “basic” farm commodi- 
ties that have passed the pre-war price 
level are wheat, cotton. corn. hogs, io- 
hacco, sugar, peanuts, rye, flax. bar- 
oi grain sorghums, cattle, rice and 
Mmitik,

Emperor Haile Selassie’s note—the 
second vigorous denial he has issued 
of Italian charges that Ethiopians 
were the aggressors in recent border 
conflicts—said none of his troops had 
been concentrated on the border.

Johnston Will Visit Europe - 
To Promote Pact on Cotton 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 15.—(/)—In 
an effért to promote the proposed inter- 
national cotton marketing agreement, 
Oscar Johnston, director of the AAA 
cotton producers’ pool and special as- 
sistant tg Secretary Morgenthau, will 
sail February 22 for Europe. 


Official announcement of his trip 
was withheld pending return of Secre- 
tary Wallace to Washington Monday. 
However, the Mississippi cotton plant- 
er who is regarded as the administra- 
tions No. 1 cotton authority, was 
winding up his affairs in preparation 
to leave. 

The international agreement, simi- 
lar to the late international wheat 
agreement, has been under considera- 
tion in administration circles for the 
past month while the state department 
polled the governments of India. 
Egypt, Brazil and Argentina—chief 
— exporters for their views on the 
plan. 


Johnston will take up preliminary 
negotiations, attempting to secure 


promises of co-operation in a confer- 
ence on the subject. 

Many officials in the department of 
agriculture expressed themselves as 
skeptical over the proposed cotton 
agreement, holding that other nations 
had nothing to gain through the plan.

Since announcement of the volun- 
tary program, however, the national 
quota under the Bankhead compulsory 
act was fixed at 10,983,264 bales of 
478 pounds each and the production 
cut was stepped up to 35 per cent in 
an effort to reduce the surplus,

WASHINGTON, Feb, 15.—/)— 
Declaring that the collective bargain-

promise, Senator Wagner, democrat, 
New York, plans to introduce next 
week what he terms “a bill to make 
the worker a free man.” 

Wagner, who has been one of the 
New Deal's principal advisers on la- 
bor and social matters, is known to 
have desired administration support 
for his new bill but such support has 
not yet been forthcoming. 


Although Wagner declined to dis- 
close details of the measure, it is gen- 
erally believed to contain several pro- 
visions sought by the American Fed- 
| eration of Labor, recently at odds 


i wie the administration.

unions’ another. The national labor 
relations board, which advocates ma- 
jority rule, would be expanded and 
strengthened into 4 “supreme court” 
for labor problems.

“It will 
give him the right to organize and 
bargain collectively. We thought we 
had given him that right in the na- 
tional industrial recovery act when 
we adopted Section 7-A. In practice. 
however, Section 7-A has not lived up 
to ifs promise. 

“Employers have been given fhe 
right to organize and they have user! 
it. Now we must give workers that 
same right. I consider this bill the 
most important measure which will

COLLECTION AGENCIES 
MEASURE EXPLAINED 


Representative Sutton Said 
Bill Is Designed To Correct 


Evils in Business. 


Ina letter to The Constitution, Rep- 
resentative Clement E. Sutton, of 
Wilkes county, Friday explained his 
bill increasing and widening the scope 
of the tax on collection agencies. 

Judge Sutton declared in his letter 
that a number of collection evils will 
be remedied by the bill and explained 
that although the measure already has 
been approved by the house ways and 
means committee, opponents to its 
passage will be given a public hear- 
ing by the senate committee before 
that body acts in the event the house 
approves the measure. 

The Wilkes county representative's 
letter follows: 

itor Constitution: Having been a read- 
er of The Constitution for many years I 
know that any misstatement of facts is 
caused by erroneous information rather than 
a deliberate purpose. 

I refer to your editorial in issue Feb- 
ruary 15 headed ‘‘Water Won't Run Uphill,’’ 
in which you discuss the proposed measure 
imposing a tax on collection agencies. 

Let me at this place say that such col- 
lection agencies have since 1929 paid a tax 
of $200 in every county of the state in 
which they had an office or branch office. 
The new bill only increases this tax $50. 
The new measure does not provide a tax of 
$250 in every county in which these agencies 
operate but @ tax of $100. An agency there- 
fore only doing business in the county of 
its office pays an increase of $50. 

You may not know that collection agen- 
cles were practically unknown 20 years ago. 
Then the agencies, as many now do, col- 
lected the claims and forwarded them to 
attorneys over various law lists. The attor- 
ney handling the claim paid one-third of 
the total fee to the agency forwarding the 
business. The agreement worked and was 
satisfactory. In recent years the agencies 
have extended their business. They collect 
claims from mercantile houses, which the 
ethics of the legal profession forbids an 
attorney to do: they write numerous let- 
ters to the debtor, often sending fake sum- 
mons of suits and garnishments which mis- 
lead the debtor: draw drafts with claim 
attached, and often even in the country 
counties send a salaried collector to see 
the debtor personally. After all these meth- 
ods fail, the agency then forwards the claim 


which did not exist when the 
claim was fresh. The agencies having ex- 
hausted all methods of high-pressure collec- 
tion still require the attorney to divide his 
fee in the proportion of one-third to the 
agency. 

In addition such agencies, and this does 
not apply to all of them, even send solici- 
tors in the country counties to solicit col- 
lections from local merchants. 

The lawyer subscribes to numerous law 
depending on the size of the town. The 
subscription price to these lists is prac- 
tically worthless now, for the agencies hare 
invaded the commercial collection field to 
such an extent that commercial collections 
are no longer a profitable branch of the 
law, except perhaps in the large cities. The 
law lists, once popular, are being discon- 
tinued by the attorney subscribers, since 
the agencies now control more than 98 per 
cent of all commercial collections. 

There is another practice which un- 
scrupulous agencies adopt: A debtor is noti- 
fied that unless a claim is paid within 
a certain time, that some local attorney, 
usually naming the leader of the local bar, 
will be instructed to file suit. The debtor 
pays the claim on threat of suit, The 
agency retains the entire fee, and the local 
attorney only learns of the unauthorized 
trading on his reputation months after the 
transaction has been completed. 

A collection agency which now pays the 
tax of $200 in Atlanta can compete with 
every lawyer in every county of this state. 
It not only competes with the lawyer in 
every county, but compels such rttorney to 
divide fees with it when a claim is sent 
out. 

As long as these agencies confined them- 


selves to the solicitation of claims and for- 
warding the collections to attorneys quali- 
to handle commercial matters, there

There is no desire to drive any reputable 
agency ont of this state. The state will 
profit if the commercial wolves are driven 
out. There are high-class agencies operat- 
ing within the state, but they also need to 
be confined in their activities. The only 
desire of the legal profession is that such 
agencies confine themselves to the practice 
of law in the centers in which they have 
their offices or branch offices. The need 
for regulation exists, and the request for 
regniation does not come from the country 
but largely from the city 
practitioner.

Uniform State Aviation Bill _ 
Introduced, Passage Urged 


Aeronautical Advance- 
ment in Georgia Seen 
Certain If Assembly 
Approves Measure. 


Carrying with it numerous recom- 
mendations of President Roosevelt's 
aviation commission, a bill to give 
Georgia a uniform aeronautical regu- 
lation with that of other states was 
presented to the general assembly 
Friday by a large number of the lead- 
ers of the house of representatives. 

The measure, which is identical with 
the uniform law passed by a number 
of other states and which is expected 
to be adopted by every state in the 
Union, immediately won high praise 
from distinguished members of the 
house, all of whom declared their be- 
lief that it would be adopted without 
delay. 

The measure is being sponsored by 
Representatives Harris, of Richmond, 
the floor leader; Jackson of Bleck- 
ley, Terrell of Troup, Williams of 
Bacon, Bloodworth of Bibb, Thompson 
of Muscogee, Barrett of Richmond, 
Spivey of Emanuel, Cobb of Clarke, 
Freeman of Bibb, Twitty of Ware, 
Bowden of Bibb and Coxon of Long 


county. 
Federal Aid Plans. 


Among other things, sponsors of the 
measure hope that its speedy enact- 
ment will give Atlanta a chance to 
obtain the perenne new air base of 
the United States army which is being 
planned for the southeast. 

The bill would provide for the ap- 
pointment by the Plugs of a com- 
mission of five Georgia citizens to 
serve without pay as the Georgia 
aeronautics commission. The commis- 
sion would appoint a director of aero- 
nauties for Georgia who would give 
his full time to supervising aeronau- 
tical activity in the state and enforc- 
ing uniform regulations promulgated 
by the commission. The commission 
would inspect and license all pilots 
and airplanes em | in this state, the 
licenses being on a basis of the federal 
standards which are being applied 
throughout the country. 


Persons holding federal licenses 
would not required to pay any 
fee for obtaining a state license. In- 
competent a and unworthy equip- 
ment would not be permitted to jeop- 
ardize the lives and property of Geor- 
gia citizens, but every encouragement 
would be offered to those who wish 
to fly or become pilots. The estab- 
lishment of aeronautical schools would 
be fostered and the-aim of the move- 
ment would be to see a first-class 
airport in every community in Geor- 
gia. The movement is of special in- 
terest at this time in view of the 
fact that it has been declared that a 
large portion of the more than four 
billion dollars federal work relief fund 
will be allocated to local airports 
throughout the United States. 

Aviation leaders familiar with the 
situation are of the opinion that if 
the bill is enacted and a state direc- 
tor of aeronautics is appointed, this 
state would be able to obtain without 
expense to the state within the next 
few months perhaps in excess of 100 
airports. During the past year the 
many states having aeronautical offi- 
cials have been able to obtain federal 
funds in large quantities for their air- 
ports, notably the state of Florida. 


Aviation Gas Tax for Fund. 


The sponsors of this bill emphasize 
the fact that not one penny of the 
general funds of the state of Georgia 


'is to be expended by the commission 


or director, and that the expenses of 


the commission, including the salary 


of the director, are to be defrayed by 
allocation of the tax on aviation gaso- 
line to this purpose. It was pointed 
out Friday that the small and inex- 
pensive airplane will come into com-

Negroes Are Refused 
Colony in Poland 


WARSAW, Feb 15.—(P)—A dele- 
gation of negroes from the southern 
part of the United States was report- 
ed in local newspapers today to hare 
failed in the request for a land grant 
from the Polish government.

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BETTER COUNTY ACCOUNTING 

Enactment of the bill now pend- 
ing in the general assembly which 
provides for the filing of annual re- 
ports to the state auditor by all 
civil divisions of the state having 
taxing powers would be a progres- 
sive step looking to the elimination 
of waste and extravagance in local 
government. | 

There are 159 counties in the 
state and almost as many bookkeep- 
ing systems—or lack of systems—— 
used for recording the handling of 
public moneys. Most of these sys- 
tems are so inadequate and anti- 
quated that there is no way in 
which the real financial status of 
the various local governments can 
be learned. 

The bill now pending calls for 
the introduction of a uniform sys- 
tem of bookkeeping in all local gov- 
ernments, and the rendition to the 
state auditor of reports giving com- 
plete information as to the finan- 
cial condition of each government. 
These reports would contain a 
Statement of the receipts from all 
sources and of accounts or reve- 
nues due at the close of the fiscal 
year; of the disbursements; of the 
current and. floating indebtedness; 
of the fixed or bonded indebtedness; 
of the assessed valuation of prop- 
erty; of the property tax; and such 
further or more spetific information 
as may be required by the state 
auditor. 

The measure also provides that 
these reports shall be summarized 
and tabulated by the state auditor 
in order that the comparative reve- 
nues, costs and financial condition 
of the local governments of the 
state can at all times be easily as- 
certainable. This comparative state- 
ment would be published in book 
form and made available to the tax- 
payers of every county in the state.

SOUND LOANS BY RFC 

The summary of the activities of 
the Reconstruction Finance Corpo- 
ration and its condition at the end 
of the year, contained in the re- 
port of Chairman Jesse H. Jones, 
again emphasizes the sound and 
businesslike method with which the 
corporation created to extend re- 
lief to American business interests 
has been conducted. 

The corporation has made short- 
time loans of $3,860,871,978, of 
which $2,363,830,011 have been 
repaid. These figures do not in- 
clude long-time loans made on pre- 
ferred stock of banks and insurance 
companies. The great portion of 
the outstanding loans, of all de- 
Scriptions, are in good shape and 
the prospect is that they will be 
repaid. 

The corporation has authorized 
20,316 loans to 10,589 borrowers, 
for an aggregate total of $5,554,- 
874,815, but for various reasons all 
of these loans have not been made 
or are still pending. 

The operation of the RFC has not 
cost the taxpayers of the United 
States a dollar. On the contrary, 
the interest and dividends have ex- 
ceeded operating expenses by $85,- 
175,963, which does not include 
$15,000,000 of accrued interest on 
$280,000,000 advanced to the va- 
rious states under the relief act of 
1932. 

The remarkable efficiency and 

economy with which the corpora- 
tion has functioned is revealed in 
Chairman Jones’ comment that the 
Operating expenses, both at Wash- 
ington and in the 32 agencies 
throughout the country, have been 
less than one-third of 1 per cent 
of the loans and investments. 
In his report Chairman Jones ex- 
presses the opinion that “it is prob- 
ably a safe assertion that everyone 
in the United States has been di- 
rectly or indirectly benefited by the 
operations of the RFC,” and cites 
those who have been especially 
benefited as— 


(1) The 20,000,000 depositors in 
closed banks; (2) the depositors in 
all banks, and the country as a whole, 
through the strengthening of the cap- 
ital of approximately one-half of all 
banks in the country; (3) those en- 
gaged in agricultural pursuits, through 
the many activities in their interest, 
including especially those small farm- 
ers whose taxes and water charges 
have been greatly reduced through 
loans to irrigation and drainage dis- 
tricts; (4) the institutions to which 
more than 20,000 loans were made, 
and their creditors; (5) trade and 
business generally through releasing 
for circulation all of these funds, 

The lending life of the RFC un- 
der the congressional act creating 
the corporation expired on January 
i, but congress has already extend- 
ed that date by one year. This step 
is urged by Chairman Jones in 
order that the corporation may ren- 
der further service through a con- 
of commodity loans 
through the Commodity Credit Cor- 
poration; nation-wide assistance to 
real estate mortgages; assistance to

Mohammedanism Spreads. 


The Mohammedan missionaries in 
the Tschad region work quietly, cen- 
tering their attention chiefly upon 
the little children. I saw a marabout 
missionary in the village of Klo’mgo 
first execute some droll antics, stand- 


ing on his head and twisting his 
legs around his neck, to the great de- 
light of the black urchins, and then 
gather the lot of them around to tell 
them some intriguing tale during the 
telling of which their er:: sparkled 
and they burst out into uncontrolla- 
ble gales of laughter several times. 
He was sitting against a meres 
piece of mud-wall, with about 
little ones of both sexes ranged around 
him in a semi-circle. He spoke to the 
children as if he were an every-day 
friend, kindly and with a fine sweet 
voice, but a singularly penetrating 
voice. 

The marabout’s face, pure Arabic, 
could have been the subject of a great 
master’s brush, Olive-complex’ ned it 
was, but wrinkled and vith deep 
smouldering eygs, the contour ending 
in a graying pointed heard. When he 
got through with his story, he stood 
up and all the children rose also. 
He carried his right hand first to the 
forehead and then to the region of his 
heart and bowed to the ground, very 
dignified, I thought. All the children 
gave him the same salutation back 
and then they all pronounced the 
words: Allah il Allah Allahou Mo- 
hammedoun il Allah. Only Allah is 
yg my Mohammed is the Prophet 
That much at least had been taught 
them. The foundations had been laid. 
He walked away gathering the folds 
of his ample burnous in a broad ma- 
jestic sweep and smiled contently, un- 
til he caught sight of me where I 
had been watching the scene from un- 
der a mangrove tree. Then the smile 
froze on his face and he spat in my 
direction with a gesture of inexpressi- 
ble contempt, as if to say: “There 
that is what I think of you, you pig- 
dog of an unbeliever!” 


Protestants Absent. 


Of Protestant missions there is not 
a trace here. In one way this is not 
to be regretted, for I dread to think 
what chaotic confusion would result 
in the minds of these primitive tribes- 
men and what moral damage would 
result to Christian ethics, if they were 
called upon to distinguish between the 
subtle interpretations of our religion 
by the representatives of a dozen dif- 
ferent sects. No, it is better so. Now, 
at least, they have no conception, how 
divided and feeble we are ourselves. 
Upon the admission of a Christi... 
missionary, I record here that in the 
Tschad region Mohammedanism gains 
converts and adherents at the rate 
of 25 to every one gained for the 
Christian religion. It should not be 
forgotten, in considering this whole 
question, that the Christian mission- 
ary has often been a sort of advance- 
guard of a colonial power. They are 
suspicious of us, the people of Africa. 
Behind the missionaries, they fear, 
stands something else. But behind Mo- 
hammedanism stands no foreign power 
with bombing planes and poison gas 
and machine guns. There is a differ- 
ence. Of course, it should be the oth- 
er way around. But it isn’t, I am 
sorry ta say. 

Talking the matter over with civil 
and ecclesiastical authorities here in 
different parts of Tschad, which is as 
big as two or three American states 
combined, I gained the definite impres- 
sion that conversion to Christianity 
for a native just means nothing else 
that he increases his stock of super- 
stitions. He doesn’t let the old re- 
ligion go at once—nor for a very long 
time. And then a wall arises between 
him and his tribe, moreover, if he 
should become a Christian, he de- 
nationalizes himself, as it were, where- 
as if he embraces Islam this is not the 
case. 

Much more effective work could 
be done, in my estimation and in that 
of others, if- the missionaries were 
themselves natives. But this takes 
time, Latin is a difficult language.

One small seed may be discerned in the hobnobbing of certain 
substantial anti-New Dealers with Huey Long. The Farley people 
have noticed it and are asserting that these men inspired Huey’s 
attack on the democratic chairman-general. This is probably not 
entirely correct, but there can be no doubt that those anti-New 
Dealers privately mentioned by the Farleyites have been lending aid 
and encouragement of a sort to the Louisiana eccentric.

MONEY Far more important is the prospect that a third party 
radical movement will not lack money next time.

MILLENIUM So far this has been the dullest session of con-

The public excuse is that the president wants 
yt a city relief director who can devote his whole time to 
the job. 

There is little doubt, however, that this question would not have 
been raised had Mr. Moses been less sarcastic about Mr. Roosevelt 
in the Moses campaign for governor of New York last year.

NOTES There can be no question about Mr. Roosevelt’s mem- 

ory being unusual. Ata private conference recently, he 
mentioned offhand the precise number of vessels involved in va- 
rious war-time transactions which occurred when he was assistant 
secreary of navy. 


Mr. Roosevelt’s new shipping proposal will contain a new type 
of direct subsidy to supplant the ocean mail contracts.

Proponents, Opponents 
Speak Before Board; 
Hotels Back Purchase. 


Proponents and opponents of the 
‘proposal that the city purchase the 
Shrine mosque and Fox theater for 
use as a municipal auditorium had 
preliminary innings Friday afternoon 
at a meeting of the finance committee. 

No definite action was taken on the 
matter because of the attitude of lead- 
ers sponsoring the purchase to allow 
opponents ample time to submit a 
feasible program for fnancing propos- 
ed remodeling of the present audi- 
torium property. 

A development at the hearing, how- 
ever, was announcement by Mayor 
Key that hotel men have been con- 
tacted by J. F. deJarnette, president 
of the Atlanta Hotel Men’s Associa- 
tion, and that they have agreed to pay 
the city 25 cents a day per delegate 
brought into Atlanta for conventions, 
if Atlanta buys the mosque. 

A. L. Belle Isle, president of the 
Atlanta convention bureau, who first 
proposed acquisition of Shrine proper- 
ties for an auditorium, estimated that 
a minimum of $37,500 a year would 


be realized from this source, and that. 


that together with the $40,040 pres- 
ent income of the structure would 
make it self-sustaining even as to up- 
keep, 

It would cost the city $56,200 a 
year to amortize the $725,000 pur- 
chase figure with interest over the 20- 
year period, according to estimates 
compiled by Bejle Isle and his asso- 
ciates. The remaining sums would be 
available for operating costs and keep- 
ing the building in good repair. — 

Another hearing probably will be 
held on the proposed purchase after 
council’s meeting Monday to which 
the matter will brought with a re- 
quest that it be sent to the finance 
committee for study, and a repetition 
of the arguments is expected.

Back about 1888 the Okefenokee 
swamp passed from the ownership. of 
the state of Georgia into the hands 
of a lumber syndicate. The organizers 
of this company I do not recall. but 
I have heard their names. They had 
a wonderful idea. They would buy 
the swamp, drain it, lumber it, and 
then sell the cleared lands for farms, 
ap would have become wealthy. 
It all sounded splendid. 

The company was duly organized 
and work was begun. Ditching 
equipment was moved in. A canal was 
started. Deeper and deeper into the 
swamp went the workmen. They went 
almost to the middle of the area to 
a point where it was believed that the 
swamp would drain readily. 


Back on Trail Ridge, which is the 
eastern side of the swamp, there was 
a gate. The gate was opened and the 
water, blasting the hopes of the syn- 
dicate, ran back into the swamp and 
not out. That meant bankruptcy, since 
they had sunk almost all their capital 
in the canal. Too bad for the company 
but splendid for us latter-day natur- 
alists who find this canal, known in 
and around the swamp as “Jackson's 
Folly,” the best possible means of en- 
trance to the area. : 

After the death of this project the 


stock was bought up at a receiver's 
sale by one member of the syndicate. 
The panic of 1893 was on and no 
one was in the mood to keep that 
swamp and pay taxes on it. Later 
on, the area was sold to the present 
owners by the heirs of its last pur- 
chaser. These present owners lumber- 
ed the area successfully. By that I 
mean that the timbered parts of the 
swamp were not denuded nor was the 
area drained. A certain part of it 
was set aside as a duck and game 
preserve, for the use of the owners 
and their guests. The policy of these 
people have always been one of con- 
servation, or the swamp would have 
received a serious setback long ago. 

I am waiting now while the guide 
gets my boat ready for the trip into 
Floyd’s Island, where I expect to estab- 
lish my base camp for a few days.

_ NEW YORK, Feb. 15.—A slight 
improvement appeared in the report 
of bank clearings. The total for the 
22 leading cities in the United States 
for the week ended Wednesday, Feb- 
ruary 13, as reported by Dun & 
Bradstreet, Inc.. was $4,259,411,000, 
against $4,157,251.000 for the corres- 
ponding week of 1934, an increase this 
year of 2.0 per cent. This contrasted 
with a decrease of 7.7 per cent in the 
previous week. At New York city, 
clearings were $2,930,994,000, a gain 
of 0.5 per cent over the amount re- 

rted last year, while the aggregate 
or centers outside of New York of 
$1,308,417,000 was 5.2 per cent higher. 

At most of the larger cities, this 
week's report included only five busi- 
ness days and the same was true of 
last year.
